For the first time, women and 
teen-age girls are also required to 
carry ID cards. Formerly, women 
were listed on the cards of male 
family heads. 

Local people believe the change- 
over is designed to enable the au- 
thorities to keep closer tabs on 
Tesidents.

EGYPTIAN authorities are clean- 
ing up the Giza pyramids area -- to 
the anger of camel drivers and unof- 
ficial guides who have long lent col- 
our to the country’s prime tourist 
attraction. 

About 2,000 guides known as 
dragomen, camel drivers, horsemen 
and donkey-owners will be affected 
by a government plan to evict them 
from the pyramids plateau.

IT IS NOT true that the protracted uprising in the territories, 
its handling that is, has turned Israel into an international 
outcast; at least not yet. Take Hungary, for example. 

Although no particularly avid supporter of Israel's Arab 
policies, Hungary's communist government was lately consid- 
ering the extension of invitations to Budapest to the heads of 
the two autonomous wings of Israel’s national administration. 
It just so happened that Foreign Minister Shimon Peres, head 
of the Alignment, beat the chairman of the Likud, Prime 
Minister Yitzbak Shamir, to it. 

When he was foreign minister, before the 1986 rotation, Mr. 
Shamir took a great deal of interest in ἃ perestroika of Israel's 
ties with both the Soviet Union and its East European allied 
dependencies. The exchange last March of Interests Sections 
between Israel and Hungary, presumably as a first step to- 
wards the re-establishment of full diplomatic relations, was in 
no small measure due to Mr. Shamir’s personal efforts. Mr. 
Peres’s government hosts in Budapest earlier this week, head- 
ed by Premier Karoly Grosz, are reported to have assured him 
that full re-normalization with Israel is indeed their goal. 

There is little reason to suspect the Hungarians of viewing 
such re-normalization as being strictly its own reward. Not 
unlike communist-ruled Poland, Hungary is in deep economic 
trouble today, and desperate for American aid. The cultiva- 
tion of better ties with Israel is seen by the Hungarians, as by 
the Poles, as the key to America’s, and not least Jewish 
America’s, heart and purse. 

Better ties do not, of course, uecessarily mean very good 
ties. Openly consorting with Israeli leaders still makes Hun- 
garian Officials uneasy. Thus news of Mr. Peres’s arrival in 
Budapest was initially withheld, evidently to reduce Arab 
displeasure; and when the ign minister two days later 
departed for Milan and Madrid, the official Hungarian news 
agency in its very brief report on the visit made it appear as 
though it had been Mr. Peres’s own initiative. 

The rather pointed snub seemed to rate something better 
than Israeli silence, but it was good to hear Mr. Peres’s 
account of the Hungarians as rather more open-minded than 
this country’s old East European friends, ‘the Romanians. 

Not that the Mr. Peres’s interlocutors spared him the ex- 

“hard” questions. But those were the sort of questions 
that any Israeli must now anticipate from even the friendliest 
overseas quarters. The foreign minister, it may be assumed, 
did whatever he could to reassure the Hungarians, as he did in 
his address to the Socialist International conference in Madrid 
yesterday, that Israel had no intention whatever of ruling over 
another people. 

. On that broad basis it should indeed be possible to set in 
motion a Middle East peacemaking process that would, in 
papers lift mops Lei aad aro Ged: ead 
erate!

VERY FEW PEOPLE in this country used to read the com- 
munist-linked Hebrew-language Jerusalem newspaper Derech 
Hoanitzotz, and only a few more its Arabic-language countert- 
part Tariq a-Sharara, before they were both closed down by 


February 18. The allegation, unproved in court to this day, was 
that the two newspapers were being financed by Nayef 
Hawatme's Democratic Front for the Liberation of Palestine. 

But that was not all. Five editorial staff members of the two 
bann have since then been been taken in by the 
police: one, a Ramallah Arab, placed under administrative 
detention, and four Jews, two of them women, arrested for 
interrogation pending a trial. The suspicions against them are 
officially said to have nothing to do with their being journal- 
ists, and everything with the security of the state. They are are 
said to be of so heinous a connection with terrorist 
organizations that even consultation with their attorneys was 
not to-be readily granted them. 

A thick fog of secrecy is enveloping the entire case. If the 
authorities do not wish the conclusion to be drawn that the 
real issue here is not truly state security but the democratic 
tight to air unpopular ideas considered dangerous by govern- 
ment, let them promptly lift that fog.

dent decided to leave the USSR in 
1974, a friend brought someone to 
him who, although he did not give 
his name, was obviously a high- 
ranking official.

People should 
either cooperate with the system, he 
said, or they should behave like Pa- 
fakh, and not in the lukewarm way 
we were doing. 

One of us, a prominent mathema- 
tician, left the room, saying to me: 
“{ can’t stand this disgusting talk 
any longer. 

But events have shown that peo- 
pie like Shmelev were justified. Yes, 
they were collaborationists; yes, 
they did what the Brezhnev-Suslov 
clique ordered them. But they soft- 
pedalled the harsh policies dictated 
from above and awaited their hour. 
And that hour eventually came. 

The basic fact of current Soviet 
political reality is that, in the course 
of nature, all the old generation of 
Stalinists have left the scene.
